known as "Kenny's" was as mesmerizing to watch as the 
hot candy smell was mouthwatering as it oozed out from 
the cracked walls.

When you entered the fresh fruit and vegetable 
stall owned by a person simply called the "Greek Grocer," 
the first thing you'd smell was the enormous juicy 
watermelon slices sitting in a tray of ice - another five- 
cent treat offering cool refreshment on a humid day, but 
now just a lip-smacking memory to be recalled 64 years 
later. 

There were other smells from village streets that 
were less pleasant, but nonetheless memorable, such 
as walking by Sammy Queen's barroom or the Union 
Villa. The mixture of spilled beer, cigarettes, and sweat 
linger in the mind by way of the nose. A blind person 
wouldn't fail to know their position if standing near one 
of these venues; the sounds from within would add to the 
knowledge, for if you were a regular at one bar 'where 
everybody knew your name/ you wouldn't frequent the 
other.

As a small child, bath time was playtime, 
with warm water reaching high to the collarbone.

Bobola Tapped to Revise Flood Zone Codes

Andy Bobola was recently honored with an invitation to 
work on revisions to the Massachusetts State Building 
Code; specifically, those sections focused on structures in 
flood plains. Bobola was the only building inspector asked 
to participate on the code revision panel headed up by 
Michael Guigli, technical director for the Massachusetts 
Board of Building Regulations and Standards. 

"We are very excited/' said Town Administrator 
Mike Gagne of Bobola's appointment. ''HeTl be able to 
bring new insights to the table with his knowledge and 
practicality.'' 

"It's nice when your efforts over the years are 
recognized," said Bobola. He has been Mattapoisett' s 
building inspector since 1987. 

For the next two months Bobola, along with Rick 
Charon, will be developing building code language that 
will be applied to flood plain chapters. 

Charon, an engineer and Rochester resident, has 
been Bobola' s go-to person over the years when faced 
with questions beyond his own scope of expertise. 

"Rick and I, along with a couple of architects, 
have worked closely together for years helping each 
other," said Bobola. 

The task force Guigli put together will eventually 
find their work absorbed into the ICC, or International 
Code Council, another group that seeks uniformity. 
The ICC website states that its function is to "[provide] 
technical, educational, and administrative support to

governmental departments and agencies engaged in 
building codes administration and enforcement.'' 

Another topic that Bobola believes is important 
and related to issues around buildings in flood zones is 
comprehension of the '50 percent rule.' 

"We don't want to see residents spending vast 
sums of money to renovate a home that might get 
destroyed by a storm," said Bobola. He explained that the 
50t rule limits what a property owner may spend (up to 
50 percent of the assessed value) on an existing structure 
in a flood zone. That benchmark attempts to stop 
excessive construction on buildings that do not meet flood 
zone building requirements imposed on new structures, 
such as pillars and fortified windows. 

To shed further understanding on this point, 
Bobola has begun partnering with local real estate 
agencies to develop free training seminars to extend flood 
zone building code knowledge to professionals working 
in this field. 

"When I started in 1987, 1 had one code book of 
about 260 pages that I had to enforce," Bobola said. "... 
Today, I have 14 different code books, about 10,000 pages 
that I have to use on a day-to-day basis." 

Bobola said his goal is to bring clarity and ease 
to text that can oftentimes be tough to comprehend and 
enforce. 

"A lot of things I hope I never have to use," he 
said. "But if we do, Mattapoisett will be okay."

Mattapoisett to Partner with Coastal Coalition 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen 
By Marilou Newell 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne said 
during the January 13 Board of Selectmen meeting that 
Mattapoisett' s pursuit to modify the FEMA flood plain 
mapping "won't be the end all and save people from 
flood insurance costs.... We have a reprieve until 2017." 
He said residents who saw their flood insurance rates 
skyrocket, followed by some temporary relief, would still 
see high deductibles and fewer subsidies in the future. 

Gagne said the Town would be partnering with 
both the Coastal Coalition and a group in Woods Hole 
to mount a defense against the modeling FEMA used to 
establish new flood zone mapping. He also said a new 
town coalition consisting of Westport, Dartmouth, New 
Bedford and others is also possible. 

He said that the west coast modeling that was 
applied throughout the country is being challenged 
with some success and that both the Massachusetts 
Department of Transportation and Massachusetts State 
Building Code are onboard in commissioning a new wave 
modeling study. 

Selectman Paul Silva asked if the FEMA maps 
were now overlaid in the Town's GIS system. Gagne said 
that Director of Inspectional Services Andy Bobola and 
Chief Assessor Kathy Costello were nearing completion 
on that project. 

"There will be a disclaimer on the website stating 
'come in and review maps...' for complete details," said 
Gagne. 

Time is now of the essence as the clock ticks 
towards 2017 when temporary stays by FEMA and the 
federal government will end. FEMA has asked groups 
to give them feedback. Gagne said that residents will be 
invited to send in their comments and ideas on the issue 
via the Town's website and that those will be fed to the 
Coastal Coalition study group. (See The Wanderer article 
"Flood Maps and Insurance Update" in the January 8 
issue for more information.) 

Gagne also reported on the progress to repairs 
to the Town's beach house, saying a contractor had been

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selected and work would begin shortly. Interior fixes to 
the restrooms at Ned's Point are also finishing up, he said. 

He said that the Facility Analysis Committee will 
be meeting twice monthly to review options for new town 
structures such as a fire station. 

Earlier in the evening. Harbormaster Jill Simmons 
discussed repairs needed to the Town's historic docks 
and wharves. Gagne also presented a study completed by 
Field Engineering that outlined three options for work on 
one dock called the 'short wharf. 

Gagne has applied to the Community 
Preservation Committee in a quest to seek funding for 
this work. He will be meeting with the CPC on January 15 
to assert the need for the funds. 

Field Engineering's report gave three options. 

Option A: Fender System Replacement in kind 
with 12-inch diameter piles ($130,000); replacement of the 
entire fender system, and retaining existing steel sheeting 
and cement concrete fagade. 

Option B: Fender System Replacement with 
6-inch by 6-inch treated timbers ($70,000); replacement of 
the entire timber fender system, timbers containing high 
impact thermoplastic fenders, and retaining existing steel 
sheeting and cement fagade. 

Option C: Fender System Replacement with 
6-inch by 6-inch treated timber and new reinforced 
cement concrete wharf fagade ($240,000); same as Option 
B, but with new fender system mounted to a new 
reinforced cement concrete wharf fagade, and new steel 
sheeting. 

Simmons said that short wharf ladders are 
unstable and that considerable damage had been done 
during the massive water leak that affected the wharf's 
underpinning. 

"If we are going to rebuild that wharf to last, 
we need to go with the more expensive option," said 
Selectman Jordan Collyer. 

Simmons also discussed using the wharf at 
Barstow to try and divert some traffic away from the busy 
town center wharves, with possible modifications to the 
wharf surface for parking. 

Simmons also proposed seeking funds from

the Clean Vessel Program to purchase a boat that could 
provide more pump out services in far-flung locations 
along the town's coastline. She said that the program 
would pay for up to 75-percent of the cost of a vessel 
and for 75-percent of the cost of running the boat and 
personnel annually 

Gagne suggested that the Marine Advisory 
Board be brought into the conversation to secure their 
endorsement for the additional vessel when the question 
goes to Town Meeting in May 

Simmons also brought up the possibility of 
purchasing a limited use vehicle that would be used 
to get around the various landside locations under the 
harbormaster's control and responsibility saying she 
could provide better customer service if she and her 
staff could move more quickly She added that the use 
of personal vehicles for Town employees posed other 
issues, so that wasn't a viable option.

foot by 200-foot area. 

As for the construction plans for the project, ZBA 
Chairman Eric Pierce concluded, "[It] won't be derogative 
to the law, [and] highly likely it will pass for the greater 
good/' Furthermore, the Board of Health had no 
comment and the Conservation Commission is not within 
jurisdiction for this plan.

It was a fairly emotionally charged meeting on 
January 8 when a mother was pleading on behalf of her 
child for abutters to allow her son to have a dog-breeding 
kennel - a rather dramatic sight to behold. 

Brian and Cheryl Goguen of 181 Braley Hill Road 
came before the Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals with 
an application to open a dog kennel. Their son Dillon, 
a student at Bristol County Agricultural High School, is 
seeking to breed dogs for the balance of his high school 
career. He plans on pursuing a degree in veterinary 
medicine and has a keen interest in dog breeding. 

Rochester's bylaws do allow for ten or more dogs 
to be kept for 'hobby kennel' purposes. In spite of the fact 
that Goguen will be selling the puppies from his hobby, 
the board, after reading the bylaw carefully, felt he was 
within his right to request a kennel license. 

Several neighbors expressed concern over 
potential dog barking noise disrupting the peaceful 
enjoyment of their property. That incited Cheryl Goguen 
to turn to her neighbors and plead that they give her a son 
chance asserting, . .this is for him!" versus for herself or 
her husband. 

After some discussion and the promises of father, 
mother, and son that they will be vigilant in their effort to 
ensure the dogs do not trouble the neighbors, the board 
voted to approve a six-month license to . .see how it 
goes. . ."as Chairman Richard Cutler explained. 

Goguen will keep the puppies indoors, which will 
minimize noise pollution, and keep adult dogs indoors 
overnight. 

Also coming before the ZBA were Sean and 
Jennifer Crook of 201 Neck Road with an application for 
a special permit and variance for the construction of a 
garage in excess of 1,000 square feet, hot tub, and pool.

Bay Club Lot Line Shuffle 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

Over the history of the Bay Club, developers have 
come and developers have gone. A recent addition to the 
list of homebuilders is Aerie Homes of Waltham, whose 
Ted Gowdy came before the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission on January 12.

Douglas Schneider & Associates, representing Robert 
Brack of 18 Water Street, met with the commission 
members for a Notice of Intent filing for the construction 
of a private residential pier. 

In 1881, the property was licensed by the state for 
a stone jetty and pier structure. Today, only archeological 
remnants remain on the site. After discussion of the 
proposed pier, the commission asked Davignon and the 
applicant to consider building the new 116-foot long 
by 4-foot wide structure over the old pier, a position 
that would give the neighbors equal distance from the 
structure. 

They also asked that the applicant consider using 
environmentally friendly pilings in the form of hardwood 
timbers versus chemically treated materials, and that 
the design set the height at 30 inches above the sea floor 
versus 24 inches. At the present time, the design situates 
the pier in a manner that would allow beach access 
under the structure at low tide. No shell fishing has been 
permitted at this location since 1947.

School Business Manager Patrick Spencer told 
the committee it had a few options: accept the bid ''at a 
ridiculously high price''; put the project out to bid again 
and hope for a lower offer; or reconsider simply patching 
up certain parts of the surface that need it most. 

"A repair doesn't make sense," said committee 
member James Muse. And we cannot afford to replace it.

said Chairman James Higgins. 

The committee tossed around some ideas such as 
having the Department of Public Works do some of the 
work to save money, having a thinner layer of ground 
surface applied over the existing surface, or perhaps 
decreasing the surface area to be padded with the new 
ground surface. The committee figured it was best to 
consult with the town administrator and investigate the 
Town completing some of the work. 

In other news. Assistant Superintendent Elise 
Frangos announced the receipt of a technology grant from 
the state for $20,000, with $10,000 to go to each of the 
schools to expand technology infrastructure. 

She said 47 schools in the state were awarded the 
grant money, which the town will have to match at a ratio 
of 70 / 30, with the town investing roughly an additional 
$50,000 toward technology. This, said Superintendent 
Doug White, is practical since the district is already 
budgeting for more technology purchases and upgrades 
for the schools. 

"We're really pleased to jump on board with 
that,'' said Frangos. 

Also during the meeting. Spencer said when 
he gave the committee an initial estimate for the cost to 
install a new fence around the Center School playground 
he was mistaken in the length of the fence. 

His estimate was for 18 feet of fence, but he did 
not add in the additional 20 feet the committee approved, 
costing another $1,600. Spencer asked the committee if 
it was content with the 18 feet or if it wanted to add the 
additional 20 feet. 

"It's not a ton of money," said Higgins. "We might 
as well do it the right way." 

The committee approved the additional $1,600. 

In other matters. Center School and Old 
Hammondtown School Principal Rose Bowman requested 
approval for jazz band and select chorus members to 
travel to Canobie Lake Park in June to give a musical 
performance. The committee approved the field trip. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett School

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Breakfast Put on Hold at RMS 

Rochester School Committee

Rochester Memorial School students just weren't 
hungry enough to participate in a school breakfast 
program, despite the efforts of RMS staff to entice enough 
kids in order to make the venture viable. 

RMS Principal Derek Medeiros told the Rochester 
School Committee on January 8 that some kids he polled 
did express interest in having breakfast served at school, 
but not enough to get the program off the ground. 

"It just didn't reach significant numbers," said 
Medeiros. "But it doesn't mean that the idea is lost." 

Maybe next year, said Medeiros, the school will 
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muster enough participation by varying the breakfast 
program a bit to include more social interaction and 
exercise opportunities for students, such as a walking 
program in the gymnasium in addition to breakfast with a 
rotating schedule. 

Until then, Medeiros and his staff will continue 
to brainstorm ideas and update the School Committee on 
their progress. 

Also during the meeting. Assistant Superintendent 
Elise Frangos said Rochester Memorial School will 
receive $20,000 from the Digital Connections Partnership 
Schools Grant, a state-funded technology grant aimed at 
expanding Massachusetts schools' technology resources. 

''Receiving that $20,000 in Rochester is an honor," 
said Frangos. "We're very, very thrilled." 

As Rochester is designated a rural school district, 
the grant is a 50 / 50 match grant; in order to collect the 
state funds, the district will have to put forward $20,000 of 
its own funds to go towards technology. 

Superintendent of Schools Doug White said the 
funds should be expended by summer 2015, and new 
purchases will be available when the next school year 
begins in September. 

In other news. Business Manager Patrick Spencer 
said the pre-school that has been renting space at RMS is 
now defunct, after the program fell short on enrollment. 

Back in December, the School Committee 
approved renegotiating the pre-school' s lease to delay 
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incremental increases in the monthly rent amount. The 
program officially shut down on December 31, despite the 
lease amendment. 

"Fm really sorry that it didn't work out/' said 

Spencer. 

The next scheduled meeting of the Rochester 
School Committee is February 12 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Sippican School to Receive Tech Grant

announced on January 7 that Sippican School is one of 47 
Massachusetts school districts selected to receive part of a 
$5 million state-funded Digital Connections Partnership 
Schools Grant to expand schools' technology resources. 

"I think it's really going to move us forward," 
Frangos told members of the Marion School Committee. 
"It's a happy way to start the New Year." 

The grant is a competitive, matching grant 
requiring the district - designated as a suburban school 
district - to match the grant at a 30/70 split. There are 
different ratios for rural and urban districts. 

Superintendent Doug White said the match 
amount of roughly $33,000 would not be a problem since 
there is already money within the budget specifically for 
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technology. 

Combined, all schools within Tri-Town and 
Old Rochester Regional will receive $60,000 from the 
technology grant. 

"So, big steps forward . . . with technology'' said 
Frangos. 

In other news, the committee was relieved to hear 
that the Marion Village Estates 40B housing development 
will not hit Sippican School with any significant increase 
in student population in the foreseeable future. 

Projected enrollment numbers for the next school 
year show class sizes currently below the class capacity 
level, with enough room to handle any new students into 
the district. 

White said the numbers were his ''best guess," 
but it remains "a moving target." 

"Unless we get a kindergarten class of 70, we 
should be in pretty good shape..." said White. 

"Looking at the wiggle room, I feel so much 
better," said School Committee member Christine 
Marcolini. "We're probably going to be okay." 

White said he visited the housing development 
recently to assess the proposed location for a bus stop that 
he said was a safer, better option than Route 105. The bus 
stop still needs approval from the Town. 

Also during the meeting, before voting to accept 
an anonymous $25,000 donation to Sippican School, 
committee member Christine Winters defended her 
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position that anonymous donors should be identified to 
the committee before accepting any money 

White said he took the matter to town counsel 
who found no statute, case law, or opinion regarding 
the School Committee's ability to accept anonymous 
donations as a public entity 

"Whether it's legal or not,'' said Winters, "is 
a separate issue." The committee needs to perform its 
fiduciary duty, stated Winters, "to ensure there is no 
quid pro quo going along with that." She called for 
transparency among the committee, and suggested 
allowing committee members know the identity of the 
donor, without disclosing it to the public. 

"I am aware of who the donor is," said Chairman 
Joseph Scott. He said it is the same donor who makes the 
donation annually and they explicitly requested to remain 
anonymous. 

The donation was approved, with all but Winters 
voting in favor. 

The next scheduled meeting of the Marion School 
Committee is February 4 at 6:30 pm at the Marion Town 
House. 

Teachers Weigh in on PowerSchool 

ORR Update

Last week, students shared their thoughts on 
PowerSchool, an online service that allows students 
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to access their grades anytime they please. This week, 
three Old Rochester Regional High School teachers gave 
their opinions on the website which, for teachers, goes 
under the moniker of PowerTeacher. The main services 
of PowerSchool for teachers include managing their 
gradebook, sending in attendance, and coordinating 
lesson plans. 

Olga Surpless, who teaches several different 
levels of Spanish at ORR, is a fan of PowerSchool and uses 
it throughout her school day. 

"Whenever I do any work of a professional 
nature, like grading or planning lessons, it happens on 
PowerSchool,'' said Surpless. 

Although she was vocal in her support of 
the program, she acknowledged that it could have its 
drawbacks. 

"Some students let PowerSchool direct their life 
and it shouldn't," she said. "It has to be used carefully, 
and students shouldn't lose track of what it means." She 
described PowerSchool as an "interactive, instant way for 
students to connect with their grades." 

History teacher Erich Carroll praised 
PowerSchool' s accessibility and the way it makes a 
teacher's job easier. 

"It calculates the grades automatically, and it 
makes it easier when I look at a student's performance." 
He agreed with Surpless, saying that a 'hyper-focus' on 
grades is one of the negatives about PowerSchool. To 
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combat this, he proposed an alert system that would send 
students and / or parents text messages when grades were 
updated to avoid constant checking. 

When questioned about whether PowerSchool 
improves the relationship between teachers and students, 
Carroll responded by saying it should help, because ''it 
quells problems that came up before PowerSchool/' 

Carroll addressed the cons by saying, 
"Controversy could arise if students want their grades 
immediately, and teachers have lots of papers to grade." 

Colleen Foster, who teaches subjects like Health 
and Anatomy at ORR, had an interesting perspective on 
PowerSchool. 

"PowerSchool allows teachers to access students' 
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grades in other classes, so that we can guide them in 
directed study," Foster said. When asked about what 
could be improved, Foster did not necessarily point out 
anything specific, reinforcing that the program works 
pretty well. 

"PowerSchool creates a dialogue between 
teachers and students, allowing kids to come up with 
more specific questions than just, 'How am I doing?"' 

PowerSchool is a fixture in both student and 
teacher life at ORR, and although changes have now been 
suggested and could occur, the website itself does not 
seem to be going anywhere anytime soon.

Junior Lily Blouin has been uniting the Tabor 
community one photo at a time. 

Blouin, an international student from Canada, is 
involved in a number of activities at Tabor, especially the 
photography program. 

Over the summer, Blouin was inspired by 
Brandon Stanton's "Humans of New York" project, one 
in which he approaches random people in the city, takes 
their photo, and talks to them. Stanton then posts the 
photo with a quote from the person. Each quote is unique 
to the person while some are comical, some are sad, and 
some are very deep and personal. 

The concept of "Humans of New York," which is 
extremely popular and published in books and on social 
media, is to demonstrate the diversity of people in the 
city and to show the variety of pleasures, struggles, and 
passions of each person.

Blouin recently created a "Seawolves of Tabor"

Tabor community. 

'1 wanted to create an Instagram account and 
share the stories of the Seawolves/' says Blouin of her 
idea. She created the account in September and began 
posting a month later. Blouin has interviewed and 
published eight community members since, varying in 
both interests and ages. 

Although the account is based off of Stanton's, 
Blouin sees it as different in some ways. 

"Fm not approaching strangers, but instead, peers 
of mine who I know on a surface layer.'' 

Blouin has been getting the hang of her unique 
project; however, she still faces challenges. 
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"Trying to break down the barriers and getting 
people to talk is still a struggle that I have, and Fm 
working on improving my conversation skills to make 
it easier for people to share/' she says of the start of 
her account. Blouin also has found it difficult to post 
regularly, given her busy academic and extra-curricular 
schedule. 

"My goal for the second half of the school year is 
to start posting more regularly, even if it's just one or two 
more posts per week," says Blouin looking toward the 
future of her account. 

Overall, the community is very accepting of the 
project and everyone that Blouin has asked has said yes 
to being photographed and interviewed. The account 
currently has 257 followers and the popularity is growing 
quickly. 

As far as deciding who to post and what 
questions to ask them, Blouin says, "A lot of the time, I 
think about people who Tve talked to a few times and 
who I want to get to know better so I start thinking about 
what makes them interesting and normally continue with 
that course."

Woods Hole Marine Biologist Michael Moore 
will present his new strategy for sedating right whales 
to enable disentangling. Mr. Moore has devoted much 
of his career to understanding the endangered North 
Atlantic right whale, which are too often the victims of 
human activities. Since coming to WHOI as a graduate 
student in 1986, Moore has investigated why populations 
of North Atlantic right whales have not rebounded as 
they could have in the eight decades since whaling was 
outlawed, while their South Atlantic cousins have. Moore 
and colleagues at the New England Aquarium and 
elsewhere, as part of the Right Whale Consortium, have 
come to recognize that the species lives mostly in a highly 
''urbanized'' ocean, where ship strikes and fishing gear 
entanglements are a constant concern. 

As a result, Moore has studied various 
pharmacological and mechanical tools to help restrain 
or sedate large whales so that they can be cut loose 
from ropes and fishing gear. These efforts include the 
development of methods of injecting large whales with 
sedatives or antibiotics. Moore and colleagues Becky 
Woodward and Jeremy Winn have also modeled the 
interactions between fixed fishing gear and large whale 
body parts and conducted engineering tests to determine 
how rope interacts with whale baleen.

Da Sweet Blood of Jesus, Starring Stephen Tyrone 
Williams and Zaraah Abrahams. Directed by Spike Lee. 
Running time: 123 minutes. 

Even when Spike Lee remakes a horror movie, 
he can't sell out. For one thing, the "horror movie'' he 
has remade is an artsy 1973 item named Ganja and Hess, 
a film nearly lost but later restored, and generally known 
only to die-hard cult-flick fanatics and serious students 
of African- American cinema. For another, Lee has taken 
a page from the original film's writer / director. Bill Gunn, 
and made the film with a leisurely, unhurried pace, full 
of ennui ... well, it kind of drags, if you want to know. 
Under the new title Da Sweet Blood of Jesus, Lee's movie 
repeats Gunn's themes of vampirism as addiction and the 
painful dichotomy of a black man torn between African 
spirituality and American Christianity. Lee certainly 
doesn't schlock things up. But, other than some left-field 
lesbian flirtation late in the game, he doesn't add much 
excitement, either. 

As before, the new film follows scholar Dr. Hess 
Green (Stephen Tyrone Williams) on his journey into 
blood obsession after his insane assistant stabs him with a 
cursed ancient weapon. The curse renders Hess immortal 
but also addicted to blood. He steals blood bags from a 
hospital; he preys on an AIDS-stricken prostitute, then on 
a young mother. Eventually the assistant's ex- wife, Ganja 
Hightower (Zaraah Abrahams), comes looking for the 
assistant, and Hess seduces her into the life of the undead. 
There are minor and major changes ~ for instance, Lee 
disregards the climactic note of redemption on which 
Gunn sealed his movie ~ but Lee mostly traces Gunn's 
template, right down to some dialogue (Gunn receives a 
25-year-posthumous co writing credit here). 

I hate to say it, because I've always respected 
Lee's work even when certain bold attempts have 
flatlined, but Ganja and Hess will stay with me longer than 
Da Sweet Blood of Jesus will. As a filmmaker, in terms of 
technique and talent, Lee has it all over Gunn, but Gunn 
was serious and passionate about this story in a way 




that Lee isn't, quite. Lee is a fan of Ganja and Hess, and 
he decided to honor it and its maker, but the material 
itself doesn't seem to light a fire in his belly. (It was a 
Kickstarter project, and a lot of it feels like a movie that 
could be reliably shot on the quick and cheap in Martha's 
Vineyard, where Lee lives some of the year.) Gunn's film, 
despite or possibly because of its technical ineptitude, 
packs more DIY charm, and even on Blu-ray it looks 
chewed up and bruised, adding to its dreamlike effect. 
Lee's film looks slicker, but to its detriment; it's as though 
someone made a pristine-looking remake of Last House on 
Dead End Street ... or, more to the point, George Romero's 
Martin, another idiosyncratic vampire movie that could 
go on a double bill with Ganja and Hess. 

This particular story, with its specific concerns 
about racial authenticity, is very much of its time. It 
doesn't translate very well to 2015, when a young black 
man's biggest concern is not losing his African soul but 
being shot by the cops. Lee's version spends a lot of time 
on Ganja and Hess's tragic love story, which indicates 
a misreading of what made the story unique in the first 
place. Stephen Tyrone Williams' Hess is stoic and bland, 
lacking the brittle power Duane Jones brought to the 
role, but Zaraah Abrahams is fun to watch as Ganja, and 
she gets some heat going with the striking Nate Bova as 
an old flame of Hess's. But Gunn had more on his mind 
and in his heart than Skinemax eroticism; his film was 
somehow lovable despite being completely uningratiating 
and stubbornly elliptical, because it felt pure. Ganja and 
Hess is art; Da Sweet Blood of Jesus is a copy of art, and I 
don't know that Gunn would be flattered by it.
